One Way Out 
Settling Country's Waste Places 
Would Decrease Canada’s Debt 


Canada’s debt is more than $2,300, 
000,000, which is nearly eight times 
the amount of tho national debt in 
i914. The annual charges on the ob- 
figatlon are about $14,000,000, or ten 
times the charges on the pre-war 
debt, We have acquired besides. a 
rallway liability of  $1,600,000,000, 
which {nvolves a deficit of more than 
$75,000,000 a year. If we add to these 
national obligations those of the prov- 
‘neces and municipalities which, com- 
bined, must reach several billions 
more, we obtain some conception of 
the tremendous burden that is borne 
hy our population of less than 9,000,- 
(00. Nor is this the entire load; it 
does not take account of private in- 
vestments in various enterprises and 
utilitfes which must be supported by 
that same public if they are to con- 
linue to exist. 

There are only two ways out of this 
jungle. One is by the adoption of a 
sound and resolute policy of economy. 
The other is hy settling the country’s 
extensively waste places. Both pro- 
cesses must be carried on together.— 
Yictorla Times. 


Cattle Feed Impurities 


Official Investigation Carried Out 
With a View to Bringing About 
Improvement 


During the war not only did the 
price of cattle feeds of all descrip- 
tions greatly increase, but they also 
deteriorated in quality to a marked 
degree. Dangerous as well as un- 
palatable feeds were reported. In an 
effort to improve the situation the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
undertook to obtain data which might 
serve as a basis for the regulation of 
the matter by legislation, which has 
since been secured. A bulletin giv- 
Ing the results of the investigations 
has recently been issued. As a pre- 
Hminary step, manufacturers of feeds 
and dealers all over the country were 
communicated with and samples ob- 
tained. These were analysed, first 
for thelr purity and absence of in- 
jurious weed seeds, and then for their 
yalua in protein, fat or oil, carbo- 
hydrates (starch, sugar and allled sub- 
stances), fibre (the least valuable of 
nutriments and yet required to a lim- 
ited extent), and ash (a mineral mat- 
ter taken from the soil by the plant, 
which, in the animal, assists in form- 
ing bone). The extent and thorough- 
ness of the work will be appreciated 
when ft is stated that 67 samples of 
bran, 62 samples of shorts or mid- 
dlings, 8 samples of feed flour, 36 sam- 
vies of barley and barley products, 3 
samples of whole oats and 8 samples 
of hulled or hulless oats, 26 samples 
of oat feeds, 6 samples of Vim feed, 27

Apparatus Checks Waste of Coal 

Apparatus that even inexperienced 
{ persona can use has been invented 
to measure the amount of carbon 
dioxide in flue gases to check the 
waste of coal .in household heaters 
as well as high pressure steam 
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Seventy kernels of rye on gome 
heads, and the average with from 
thirty-four to fifty-five kernels, {fs 
what the Rosen rye is producing on 
the Noble Farms in Southern Alberta. 
The heads are seyen inches long, with 
the grain bursting through the chaff, 
and look more like winter wheat than 
the coarser grain. 

Just what the yield will be is still 
more or less of a surmise, which can 
only be verified after the crop is 
threshed. From appearances, how 
ever, thirty bushels to the acre seems 
to be a conservative estimate over the 
whole area planted. In some fields, 
fifty bushels nppear to be nearer the 
mark, 

In ail, some 2,300 acres were seeded 
to this crop. Allowing thirty bushels 
to be the yleld, 69,000 bushels will be 
harvested. At the present market 
price of $1.40 per bushel, this crop 
alone has a cash value of almost one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The growing of winter rye in 
Southern Alberta is more or less of 
recent origin, but it is rapidly becom- 
ing one of the staple crops on lands 
that cannot be irrigated. It produces 
heavily when conditions are not suit- 
ed to big crops of spring wheat, and 
will minimize the danger of soil drift- 
ing. The Noble Foundation, farming 
thirty thousand acres in all, have al- 
ways been among the pioneers of bet- 
ter farming methods. They have been 
experimenting with various kinds of 
rye for some time, and last fall ob- 
tained enough of this Rosen rye to

Birds Caught With Pole and Line 


Puffin of Outer Hebrides Easy to 
’ ~ Secure 

The island of St. Kilda—one of the 
Outer Hebrides, off the coast of Scot- 
land—is less than two square miles 
in area, and yet they tower above 
the surf cliffs which rise to more than 
1,200 feet in height. From its very 
location in the northern seas, St. 
Kilda is natural home or resting 
place for myriads of bids, P 
One can imagine an ornithologist 
spending months, if not years, study- 
ing the favorite haunts, the nests, the 
habits and the love dreams of our 
feathered friends. Indeed, so solitary 
are these rocky heights, often capped 
by clouds’ and shrouded in mists 
which rise from the seething sea, that 
a .bird can gel close without 
zhiening them away, 
Chief among the birds that interest 
the more practical bird hunters on 
St. Kilda is the puffin. Instead of 
carrying a gun and spending powder 
and good lead upon a puffin, the hunt- 
er hies him to the heights with a fish- 
pole and a line, 
The pole is usually made of deal 
and is nine or ten feet long. The line 
is made into a noose of horsehair and 
quills, 
Armed with this outfit, the hunter 
pushes the noose along the ground 
close to the puffin. It requires but 
one deft twist of an experienced 
wrist to drop the noose over the 
bird’s head.
